2, Maneuvers are being held simultanecusly in the: Trans-Danube area and in the 
great Hungarian plain; so far they appear to be entirely independent of each 
other. The Trans-Denube maneuvers again are being carried out in two parts. 
The troops of the Soviet division which has its permanent station in the 
Szombathely area are engaged against those of the division from the Székesfehérvar 
area, The region of the maneuvers is south of Lake Balaton (Plattensee), but. 
away from the Yugoslav border. Troop movements in preperation for the maneuvers 
were carried out during the summer along the Sié River in a southerly direction. 
In this connection troop movements took place from east to west through Budapest. 
The wegtern Austrian-Hungarian border region has been emptied. ‘ 


3, There are no Soviet troop concentrations along the Dréva River on the Yugoslav- 

' Hungarian border. Reports from Yugoslav quarters appear to be purposely planted 
reports; designed to alarm western political powers. Hungarian forces, mainly  . 
AVH (Hungarian secret police) border guards, are stationed along the Dréva. The 
line of the Danube at Komérom and GySr is only weakly occupied by Soviet troops. 
There is a Soviet armored battalion at Gydr. 


h, Firing exercises at Hajméiskér and Vaérpalota form the second part of the West 

Hungarian maheuvers. The camps here are permanently occupied by Soviet and 
Hungerian armored and artillery units, which hold active firing exercises in 
battalion and abteilung strength. These exercises are not connected with the 
other maneuvers in which divisions are engaged. Firing exercises are held at 
Hajméskér all iyear ound.

According to information coming from _ Soviet soldiers in the 
Hungarian villages, the Trans-Danube maneuvers will last until the 
middle of September. The troops of the two Trans-Danube divisions have 
been steadily occupied for two months. : 2
